9.22.2 Township of Mine Hill Profile

The Township of Mine Hill is located in northwest Morris County between Interstate 80 and State Highway 10
along U.S. Route 46. The Township is located along a ridge to the west of the Town of Dover in an upstream
section of the Rockaway River watershed. The Township is boarded by Roxbury Township to the west, the
Borough of Wharton to the north, the Town of Dover to the east, and Randolph Township to the south. The
Township main commercial corridor is located along U. S. Route 46 that runs through the center of the Township
east to west. The Township includes a number of preserves including the Dickerson Mine Preserve. The
remainder of the land uses is a mix of residential and industrial uses. According to the U.S. Census, the 2010
population for the Township of Mine Hill was 3,651. According to the U.S. Census, the Township has a total
area of 3.03 square miles, of which 2.94 square miles is land and 0.09 square miles is water.

According to the U.S. Census, the 2010 population for the Township of Mine Hill was 3,651. The estimated
2017 population was 3,609, a 1.2 percent decrease from the 2010 Census. Data from the 2017 U.S. Census
American Community Survey indicate that 7.4 percent of the population is 5 years of age or younger and 13.9
percent is 65 years of age or older. Communities must deploy a support system that enables all populations to
safely reach shelters or to quickly evacuate a hazard area.

9.22.3 Growth/Development Trends

Understanding how past, current, and projected development patterns have or are likely to increase or decrease
risk in hazard areas is a key component to understanding a jurisdiction’s overall risk to its hazards of concern.
Table 9.22-2 summarizes recent and expected future development trends, including major

The hazard profiles in Section 4 (Risk Assessment) provide detailed information regarding each plan
participant’s vulnerability to the identified hazards. Table 9.22-12 summarizes the Township of Mine Hill’s
risk assessment results and data used to determine the hazard ranking.

A gradient of certainty was developed to summarize the confidence level regarding the input used to populate
the hazard ranking. A certainty factor of high, medium or low was selected and assigned to each hazard to
provide a level of transparency and create increased understanding of the data used to support the resulting
ranking. The following scale was used to assign a certainty factor to each hazard:

= High—Defined scenario/event to evaluate; probability calculated; evidenced-based/quantitative assessment
to estimate potential impacts through hazard modeling.

= Moderate—Defined scenario/event or only a hazard area to evaluate; estimated probability; combination of
quantitative (exposure analysis, no hazard modeling) and qualitative data to estimate potential impacts.

= Low—Scenario or hazard area is undefined; there is a degree of uncertainty regarding event probability;
majority of potential impacts are qualitative.

" The Canfield Ave School is the designated shelter, but it does not have backup power, special medical
needs (oxygen, post-op.), or locker rooms. Mine Hill Civic Center is designated as a warming station.

= Hedden Pond Dam on the Rockaway River that is owned by the Morris County Parks Commission is
located in the floodplain.

= The Mine Hill website does not provide emergency response or hazard mitigation information.

" Air shafts that were unmapped are appearing outside of known mapped areas.

" Frank Street Bridge has short-term closures for worst conditions of less than 4 hours.

" During storms, powerlines are downed causing power loss.

HAZARD AREA EXTENT AND LOCATION

Hazard area extent and location maps were generated for the Township of Mine Hill that illustrate the probable
areas impacted within the municipality. These maps are based on the best available data at the time of the
preparation of this plan and are adequate for planning purposes. Maps have been generated only for those hazards
that can be clearly identified using mapping techniques and technologies and for which the Township of Mine
Hill has significant exposure. A map of the Township of Mine Hill hazard area extent and location is provided
on the following page. This map indicates the location of the regulatory floodplain, as well as identified critical
facilities within the municipality.

HAZARD RANKING

This section includes the community specific identification of the primary hazard concerns based on identified
problems, impacts and the results of the risk assessment as presented in Section 5 (Risk Assessment). The
ranking process involves an assessment of the likelihood of occurrence for each hazard; its potential impacts on
people, property, and the economy; community capability and changing future climate conditions. This input
supports the mitigation action development to target those hazards with highest level of concern.

As discussed in Section 4.3 (Hazard Ranking), each plan participant may have differing degrees of risk exposure
and vulnerability compared to Morris County as a whole. Therefore, each jurisdiction ranked the degree of risk
to each hazard as it pertains to their community factoring in their capabilities to withstand impacts and rebound
after the event. The table below summarizes the hazard rankings of potential natural hazards for the Township
of Mine Hill. The Township of Mine Hill was provided the opportunity to review the Morris County hazard
ranking table, as well as its individual results, to reflect the relative risk of the hazards of concern to the
community. The municipality changed the dam failure program from medium to low.

PROPOSED HAZARD MITIGATION INITIATIVES FOR THE PLAN UPDATE

The Township of Mine Hill was invited to participate in a risk assessment workshop in November 2019 in which
detailed information was provided about assets exposed and vulnerable to the identified hazards of concern. The
Township of Mine Hill was invited to participate in a mitigation action workshop in March 2020 and was
provided a Mitigation Toolbox that included a mitigation catalog developed specifically for Morris County and
its hazards of concerns; challenges and opportunities identified during the capability and risk assessments; and
the following FEMA publications to use as a resource as part of their comprehensive review of all possible
activities and mitigation measures to address their hazards: FEMA 551 Selecting Appropriate Mitigation
Measures for Floodprone Structures (March 2007) and FEMA Mitigation Ideas — A Resource for Reducing Risk
to Natural Hazards (January 2013). Section 6 (Mitigation Strategy) and Appendix F (Mitigation Strategy
Supplement) provide a more complete description of the Mitigation Toolbox and its resources.

Table 9.22.16 summarizes the comprehensive-range of specific mitigation initiatives the Township of Mine Hill
would like to pursue in the future to reduce the effects of hazards. Some of these initiatives might be previous
actions carried forward for this HMP update. Initiatives are dependent upon available funding (grants and local
match availability) and can be modified or omitted at any time based on the occurrence of new hazard events
and changes in municipal priorities. Both the four FEMA mitigation action categories and the six CRS mitigation
action categories are listed in the table below to further demonstrate the wide-range of activities and mitigation
measures selected.

As discussed in Section 6 (Mitigation Strategy), 14 criteria were used to evaluate each action, including an
evaluation of the benefits and costs. For each new mitigation action, a numeric rank was assigned (-1, 0, or 1)
for each of the 14 evaluation criteria. The results of this evaluation, in addition to input from the jurisdiction,
were then used to prioritize the mitigation initiatives as ‘High’, ‘Medium’, or ‘Low.” Table 9.22-17 summarizes
the evaluation of each mitigation initiative and the resulting priority, listed by Action Number.
